W o lf do es no t intend to end his life, 
but merely wants a bed in which he 
can repo se, as it is said he is no t 
wo rking at any place at the present 
time. 
He has been o ut o f the city 
fo r so me time since his last attempt 
to end his life, but bo bbed up again 
Mo nday and has been here since that 
time. 
He seems to enjo y Lima to 
‘pull o ff his little bluff parties/ but 
this sho uld be his last o ne. The auth­ 
o rities sho uld take a 
hand in the 
matter and see that he 
do es 
no t 
abuse the rights o f the ho spital o r 
o ther public institutio ns in fo rcing 
them to care fo r him. 
He was put in the charity ward 
at the ho spital, as he had no mo ney 
whatev er. 
He will pro bably no t re­ 
main in the institutio n as lo ng this 
time as he did the last, as the case 
is no t half as serio us. 
It is an impo ­ 
sitio n o n the ho spital, and the man­ 
agement sho uld take it in hand to re­ 
fuse him admittance in the future. It 
is likely that his remo v al to the in­ 
firmary will be o rdered so o n, but that 
depends upo n his co nditio n, as it may 
be such that he can be released. 
“ When co nfined in the ho spital the 
last time Wo lf was v ery abusiv e in 
his language to the nurses and made 
sev ere threats to o ne o f the, it is 
said. 
When he left the institutio n 
the day befo re Christmas, it is said, 
Wo lf remarked to o ne o f the nurses 
that she might ex pect him back sao n. 
And Tuesday , J anuary 19 th, marked 
his ret uni. 
“ The wo rld is full o f ‘bluffers’ and 
it lo o ks as if W o lf is really o ne o f 
I them.”

Commission Telis 
How They 


Should Be Conserved. 


In forwarding to the president the 
report of the national conservation 
commission Gifford Pinchot, chairman 
of the commission, says the entry of 
the conservation movement into the 
field of definite constructive work Is 
accomplished by the authorization of a 
joint committee on co-operation, to be 
composed of six members of the state 
conservation commissions and 
three 
members of the national conservation 
commission, 
with 
its chairman and 
secretary. This committee is to devise 
ways and means for effective co-opera­ 
tion between all forces working for the 
conservation of national resources. 
Mr. Pinchot takes occasion to recog­ 
nize the work of the secretary of the 
commission, Thomas B. Shipp, and the 
secretaries of the four sections of wa­ 
ters, 
forests, 
lands 
and 
minerals. 
Messrs. 
W. J. 
McGee. Overton 
W. 
Price, George W. Woodruff and J. A. 
Holmes, respectively, without whose 
services, together with the government 
experts, the making of the national in­ 
ventory would have been impossible. 
The five secretaries sign the report 
with him. 
The report of the commission is de­ 
voted mainly to an inventory of the 
country’s resources in minerals, lands, j 
forests and waters, closing with a sec-1 
tion on “national efficiency.” 
The mineral production of the U nit-, 
ed States for 1907 exceeded $2,000,000. j 
000 and contributed 05 per cent of the 
total freight traffic of the country | 
The waste in the extraction and treat- ! 
ment of mineral products during the 
same year was equivalent to more 
than $300,000,000. 
The available and 
easily accessible supplies of coal in the 
United States aggregate approximately 
1,400,000,000,000 tons. 
At the present 
increasing rate of production this sup­ 
ply will be so depleted as to approach 
exhaustion before the middle of the 
next century. 
The high grade iron | 
ores (the only iron ores available for 
use under existing conditions) cannot I 


plant diseases and Insects. 
Most of 
these farm losses are preventable. 
The present public land laws as a 
whole do not subserve the best inter­ 
ests of the people. Title to the surface : 
of the remaining nonmineral public 
lands should be granted only to actual 
homemakers. 
Next to our need of food and water 
comes our need of timber, declares the 
report. The preservation by use under 
the methods cf practical forestry of 
all public forest lands either in state 
or federal ownership is essential to 
the permanent public welfare. 
Effec­ 
tive and immediate co-operation by pri­ 
vate enterprise, state ownership and 
federal ownership is needed if the pub­ 
lic interest is to be subserved. By rea- j 
sonable thrift we can produce a con-1 
stant timber supply beyond our present 
need and with it conserve the useful­ 
ness of our streams for irrigation, wa­ 
ter supply, navigation and power. 
Of the 70.000.000,000,000 cubic fe e t! 
of water annually flowing into the sea 
less than 1 per cent is restrained and 
utilized for municipality and commu­ 
nity supply; less th a n.2 per cent (or! 
some 10 per cent of that in the arid j 
and semiarid regions) is used for irri­ 
gation; perhaps 5 per cent is used for j 
navigation and less than 5 per cent for 
power. 
The freshets are attended by de- j 
structive soil erosion. 
The soil matter 
annually carried into lower rivers and j 
harbors or into the sea is computed at 
780,000,000 tons.
